Applicant would like to thank the Examiner for the telephonic interview 
for this application conducted on February 25, 2005 to discuss objections and rejections 
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Differences between the independent claims and Popovic ("Physical-based 
Motion Transformation 11 (1999)) (hereinafter "Popovic 1999") were discussed. The 
differences are described in the Response being filed along with this Statement.
